Seeks Repeal 
of Chinese 
Exclusion Law 


Washington, Oct. 11 —(/P)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt gave his support to- 
day to legislation to repeal the 
Chinese exclusion law and let Chi- 
nese residents of this country be- 
come American citiztins. 


He told Congress In a message; 
"1 regard this legislation as Im- 


portant in the cau.se of winning the 
War and of establishing a secure 
peace." 
' 
'... 


By repealing the exclusion laws, 


he said, "we can correct a historic 
mistake and silence the distorted 
Japanese propaganda." 


Th,e House Immigration Commit- 


tee already has approved a bill to 
repeal the exclusion act of 1882, let 
Chinese enter this country on 
a 


quota basis, and grant citizenship 
to Chinese now residing In Ameri- 
ca. About 105 Chinese could enter 
the United Stales annually under 
the quota. 


Mr. Roosevelt said extension of 


citizenship privileges to the rela- 
tively few Chinese in the country 
would be "another meaningful dis- 
play .of friendship." 


"It would be additional proof," 


the chief executive said, "that we 
regard China, not only as a part- 
ner in waging war but that we 
shall regard her as a -partner in 
days of peace. While it would give 
the Chinese a preferred status over 
certain other .Oriental people, th°ir 
great contribution to the cause of 
decency and freedom entitles them 
to such preference. 


"I feel confident that the Con- 


gress is in 
full agreement 
that 
measures — long overdue—should 
be taken to correct an injustice to 
our friends. Action by 
the "Con- 


gress now will be an earnest as- 
surance of our purpose to apply the 
policy of the good neighbor to our 
relations with other peoples." 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke of China's 


gallant struggle against great odds 
in the war and renewed his oft-re- 
pented 'promises of substantial aid 
for China as soon as possible. 


He said China has 
understood 


that the strategy

Seeks Repeal 
of Chinese 
Exclusion Law 


Washington, Oct. 11 —(/P)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt gave his support to- 
day to legislation to repeal the 
Chinese exclusion law and let Chi- 
nese residents of this country be- 
come American citiztins. 


He told Congress In a message; 
"1 regard this legislation as Im- 


portant in the cau.se of winning the 
War and of establishing a secure 
peace." 
' 
'... 


By repealing the exclusion laws, 


he said, "we can correct a historic 
mistake and silence the distorted 
Japanese propaganda." 


Th,e House Immigration Commit- 


tee already has approved a bill to 
repeal the exclusion act of 1882, let 
Chinese enter this country on 
a 


quota basis, and grant citizenship 
to Chinese now residing In Ameri- 
ca. About 105 Chinese could enter 
the United Stales annually under 
the quota. 


Mr. Roosevelt said extension of 


citizenship privileges to the rela- 
tively few Chinese in the country 
would be "another meaningful dis- 
play .of friendship." 


"It would be additional proof," 


the chief executive said, "that we 
regard China, not only as a part- 
ner in waging war but that we 
shall regard her as a -partner in 
days of peace. While it would give 
the Chinese a preferred status over 
certain other .Oriental people, th°ir 
great contribution to the cause of 
decency and freedom entitles them 
to such preference. 


"I feel confident that the Con- 


gress is in 
full agreement 
that 
measures — long overdue—should 
be taken to correct an injustice to 
our friends. Action by 
the "Con- 


gress now will be an earnest as- 
surance of our purpose to apply the 
policy of the good neighbor to our 
relations with other peoples." 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke of China's 


gallant struggle against great odds 
in the war and renewed his oft-re- 
pented 'promises of substantial aid 
for China as soon as possible. 


He said China has 
understood

draft bill. 


The House group started hearings 


today on the 
Senate measure, 


which tightens deferment regula-

Renewed Sub 
Action Serious, 
Says Knox 


Washington, Oct. 12 —(ff>)— Back 


at his desk after a 25,000-mile tour 
ot European battlefronts, Secretary 
of 'the Navy" Knox asserted today 
that -renewed activity of German 
submarines in the North Atlantic 
can be considered "very serious.' 


Questioned at his press confer- 


ence about reappearance of the U- 
boats after the late summer lull, as 
evidenced by a recent attack on an 
Allied convoy in which several 
ships were sunk, Knox stated: 


."It is very serious. Let's 
not 


make a mistake about it. Subma- 
rine warfare will be serious to the 
end of the war." 


On the other hand, Knox report- 


ed he had observed, on an inspec- 
tion of the Atlantic coast all the 
way from Recife, Brazil, north, a 
"competent defense organization,' 
and particularly praised 
Brazil's 


contribution to the fight against the 
submarine. 


He referred to Brazilian airbases 


as becoming an increasingly 
im 


portant factor in that fight. Bra 
zilian forces, he said, are being in- 
structed by "the best 
men 
we 


have." In addition, 
he 
reported 


Brazil had a growing fleet of ships 
for use against the U-boat menace 


"The Brazilian picture," he said 


"is one of marked and gratifying 
progress." 


Secretary Knox said 
that the 


British submarines which have im 
mobilized the German 
battleship 


Tirpitz operated 1,000 miles from 
home with two man crews. 


The submarines slipped through 


mine fields and mazes of subma 
rine nets to launch their torpedoes 
against the mighty Nazi battleship 
in a Norwegian hideout. 


Knox said that the attack on the 


Tirpitz was carried out while hi 
was in England and was "charac 
terized by a high spirit of daring 
and courage that is amazing." 


He added that the little two-man 


submersibles not only made then 
way through submarine nets guard 
ing the harbor, but also penetrat 
ed nets hung about the big ship 
itself. 


It was one of "the most difficul 


things ever attempted and was a 
success," he said.
